Twelve high school football 
players died of injuries received 
during the 1954 season, the Na- 
tional Federation of State High 
School Athletic Associations 


The Association said yester- 
day all of the injuries were 
sustained by ensive players, 
one occuring during a practice 
sesion, the others during games. 
Nine youths were fatally injured
